BANK  OF  MONROE 

The  Bank  of  Monroe  was  a featured  four  page  article  in  Paper  Money 
Issue  254.  Doug  Nyholm,  the  author,  has  given  us  an  educational  outing 
on  Mormon  Banking  before  Salt  Lake  City.  The  photo  display  and  scans 
were  history  from  Michigan’s  past.  The  only  notes  missing  were  from 
the  Bank  of  Nauvoo,  Illinois. 

Prominent  was  a very  rare  three  dollar  note  from  the  Bank  of  Kirtland, 
Ohio  signed  by  church  founder  Joseph  Smith.  The  Ohio  government 
denied  the  banks  charter  request  at  the  insistence  of  a state  official  who 
hated  his  Mormon  neighbors... thus  the  same  notes,  stamped  “anti-bank” 
were  put  into  circulation.  All  the  notes  fetch  high  prices. 

Oliver  Cowdrey,  was  the  scribe  for  Joseph  Smith.  He  wrote  down  the 
Book  of  Mormon  as  was  given  to  him  by  Smith.  Cowdrey’s  signature 
appears  on  a few  Bank  of  Monroe  notes.  These  notes  are  coveted  by 
Michigan  collectors.  I know  Wally  Lee  had  at  least  one,  Doug  Nyholm 
shares  his  notes  in  the  article,  and  I have  one. 

My  story  on  Cowdery  is  after  the  Mormon  control  of  the  Bank  of  Monroe, 
he  was  sent  to  Michigan  for  an  over  night  journey  in  early  1837,  where  he 
spent  the  evening  signing  sheets  of  notes.  These  notes  were  cut  and  put 
into  circulation.  How  many  sheets  Cowdrey  signed  would  be  speculation. 
How  many  notes  exist  today  from  the  Mormon  banks  of  Ohio,  Illinois  and 
Michigan  is  unknown.  It  is  the  answer  to  a numismatists  dream  of  finding 
one.  Take  time  out  to  article  for  good  reading

Before  becoming  ill  some  years  back, 
Milt  and  his  wife  JoAnne  rarely  missed  a paper  money  show. 

His  enthusiasm  and  love  of  fractional  currency  inspired  many 
dealers  and  collectors  including  ourselves.  He  will  be  missed  by 
his  many  friends  throughout  the  hobby,  and  his  memory  will  live 
on  forever.  Our  deepest  sympathies  to  his  wife  JoAnne  and  the 
Friedberg  family.
